Sure enough it is, for a week later, 
if one has taken the proper daily ob- 
servance like Miss Alice Judge does, 
here can be seen dangling from it 
numerous slender cables with tassel- 
like things at their ends, which any 
bridge worker will tell you really weigh 
d tons each. 

Comes a morning, and Alice sees the 
itst girders for the roadway put into 
In flaming red coat of pro- 
tective- paint, the eye is attracted to 
them and follows their course as the 
line is extended out over the river. 
Work starts simultaneously from each 
side, and progress is fast because, as 
Miss Judge says, having a convenient 
river underneath, it is SO much easier 
to anchor the boat at the desired spot 
and hoist the girder up, where it is 
riveted into place in no time. 

I'lii- workmen do not know it, but 
Miss Judge keeps tabs, and notes with 
satisfaction that the number of gird- 
ers hoisted daily at each side are 
•yen, which is important, it is 
explained, so as to maintain eciual 
balancing strain on each pier, lest they 
topple over. Be that as it may. there 
s considerable speculation as to when 
I he lines will meet at the middle. 
Alice opine-s it will be in two weeks, 
while Engineer McFall figures Christ- 
mas Day. Dr. Nies, the dentist, who 
is experienced in bridge work, sets 
the date around the 30th, while Band- 
master Edwards, who knows what 
little or much wind can do, thinks the 
wintry blasts will slow it up until 
January. Captain AJtenderfer, being
